I. Claims 1 -12, drawn to a method for fabricating a multi-layer three- 
dimensional structure, classified in class 427, subclass 259. 

II. Claims 1 3-20, drawn to a method for fabricating a plurality of multi-layer 
three-dimensional structures, classified in class 427, subclass 259. 

III. Claims 21 -28, drawn to a method for fabricating a multi-layer three- 
dimensional structure, classified in class 427, subclass 259. 

IV. Claims 29-36, drawn to a method for fabricating a multi-layer three- 
dimensional structure, classified in class 427, subclass 259. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are directed to related methods. The related inventions 
are distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or 
can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.050). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect; the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed 
do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 
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Group I is directed to a method requiring the step of processing a three- 
dimensional (3-D) description of the structure to obtain a plurality of 2-dimensional (2-D) 
descriptions of cross sections of said 3-D structure. 

Group II is directed to a method requiring the step of processing data descriptive 
of a three-dimensional (3-D) structure to produce multiple copies of the structure at a 
desired spacing. 

Group III is directed to a method requiring the step of processing data descriptive 
of a three-dimensional (3-D) structure to scale the size of the structure. 

Group IV is directed to a method requiring the step of processing data descriptive 
of three-dimensional (3-D) structure to determine whether each cross-section is unique. 

The "processing" step in each of the methods above is different and unrelated. 
The data descriptive of the three-dimensional structure is treated in a different way. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
